The first of these con­ 
gresses was held in London in 1843, 
and was the realization of a sugges­ 
tion made by Joseph Sturge, a mem­ 
ber of the Society of Friends. 
O ther 
international congresses 
w ere

at London in 1850, 1890 and 1908. 
“Between the first and the last of 
these congresses tne

m ent has become recognized 
as the
